.task  as  she  v^ould  find  required  of  her  in  the  business  world. 

'  .:i- "  \ "PERSONAL;  APPEARANCE — She  should  be  mindful  of  her 
personal  appearance  at  all  times.  Cleanliness,  neatness,  and 
appropriateness  of  dress  are  aids  to  success. 

"PROFESSIONAL  ATTITUDE— She  must  realize  that  here 
is  an  important  task,  not  a  matter  of  personal  convenience. 
Her  time  and  best  efforts  have  been  bought,  so  to  speak,  and 
official  duties  should  never  be 'postponed  or  neglected. 

..'"DEPENDABILITY  and  INITIATIVE— Of  all  things,  she 
should  be  dependable.  The  satisfactory  officer  is  alert  for  things 
she  can  for  the  general  good  of  her  group.  Hers  is  a  re¬ 
sponsibility  not  only  for  planning,  but  also  for  seeing  that  plans 
are  carried  through. 

"HOUSE,  STAFF,  or  OTHER  MEETINGS— An  officer  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  attend  all  meetings  of  her  group  and  to  participate 
in  the  discussions  that  arise  therein. 

"SUBSTITUTIONS — She  fulfills  her  own  obligations.  Sub¬ 
stitutions  are  to  be  avoided  whenever  possible.  If  an  officer 
considers  her  work  important  and  her  obligation  binding,  those 
under  her  will  be  more  likely  to  share  her  feeling  of  responsi¬ 
bility. 

"OTHER  QUALITIES — Cheerfulness,  courtesy,  and  tact  are 
qualities  of  inestimable  value."

Present  Day  Henor  System  Result 
Of  Much  Thought  and  Hard  Work

It  was  about  sixteen  years  ago 
that  one  of  GSCW’s  strongest  in¬ 
stitutions  had  its  beginning.  A 

group  of  students  who  doubted 
the  perfection  of  an  imposed  gov¬ 
ernment  argued  that  self  govern¬ 
ment  is  best  government  and  self 
disciplinte  is  the  most  perfect  dis¬ 
cipline.  They  believed  that  the 
students  at  GSCW  were  generally 
endowed  with  a  sense  of  personal 
integrity  that  would  enable  them 
to  assume  the  responsibilty  for 
their  own  conduct  and  for  that  of 
their  colleagues.  They  believed 
that  the  integrity  of  the  college 
was  based  on  the  personal  inte¬ 
grity  of  its  students,  and  that 
weakness  in  any  individual  re-, 
fleeted  on  the  good  name  of  the 
institution  as  a  whole.  They  rea¬ 
lized  that  in  the  college  commun¬ 
ity  there  are  responsibilities  which 
must  be  met  and  they  should  be 
shouldered  by  the  individual  and 
the  collective  community. 
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These  students  planned  an  hon¬ 
or  system  applicable  to  academic  j 
work  only  and  presented  their, 
plans  to  the  administration  and  to 
the  Faculty  Committee  on  Stu¬ 
dent  Relations.  After  much  dis¬ 
cussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
plan  could  begin  operation  in  any 
classroom  in  which  the  faculty 
member  was  willing  to  co-operate 
and  in  which  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  students  in  the  class  signed  an 
honor  pledge.  Such  a  situation 
made  it  easy  for  the  minority  to 
block  participation,  but  the  min¬ 
ority  was  very  small  indeed  and 
attempted  no  such  action. 

The  students  who  helped  de¬ 
sign  the  new  system  studied  the 
so-called  honor  systems  of  other 
schools  and  found  them  to  be  ne¬ 
gative  in  that  they  set  forth  no 
rehabilatory  measures.  This  was 
not  what  they  wanted.  They  re¬ 
cognized  that  an  educational  pro¬ 
gram  was  necessary  and  the  Hon¬ 
or  Council  and  Honor  Board  grew 
out  of  this  recognition,  Their 
function  was  not  as  much  puni¬ 
tive  measures  as  it  was  aiding  the 
adjustment  of  the  student  for  her 
own  welfare  and  that  of  the  group 
as  a  whole. 

The  honor  system  which  we 
know  today  did  not  come  into  be¬ 
ing  spontaneously.  It  is  the  result 
of  much  serious  thought  about 
the  philosophy  of  the  system, 
means  for  developing  higher  in¬ 
dividual  and  group  responsibility, 
ways  to  rehabilitate  those  who 
falter,  and  comprehensive  types  of 
punishment  that  must  be  neted  out 
to  repeaters.
